Nolan said the three children. 
Bruce, 9; 
Eden, 6 and Chris, 
4, were playing on the second 
floor 
and 
their 
grandmother, 
Mrs. Rose H illard. 59. who was 
taking care of the children while 
their parents spent the day in 
New Y ork City, was on the first 
floor. All were unaware of the 
fire buringing in the attic of 
the home. 


The younger Nolan carried the 
two 
smallest 
boys 
from 
the 
home under his arms, while his 
father led the oldest boy and 
the grandmother outside. No one 
was hurt. 


90 Minutes 


Nolan credited the quick re­ 
sponse of the Yardley . Make­ 
field and M orrisville Fire com­ 
panies with 
saving 
the 
home 
from total destruction. He said 
they were on the scene less 
than five minutes after Rosano 
knocked on his door. Nolan said 
his fam ily was eating supper 
when it was interrupted by the 
fire. 


M orrisville Fire Chief Henry 
Roberts, who commanded the 
fire fighters, said the alarm was 
sounded at (LIO p.m. and within 
90 minutes, the fire, which had 
broken through the roof, was 
brought under control. 
The flames completly destroy­ 
ed the roof and attic of the two-1 
story, frame house and .severely 
damaged the second floor and 
parts of the first floor. 
Roberts said he was unable to 
determine the cause of the fire 
pending 
an 
investigation. 
He 
said the damage was estimated 
at $12,000.

Brodie, an engineer with the
